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This is a decision on the petition filed December 9, 2009, which 
is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.705(d) requesting 
the patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified 
patent be corrected to indicate the term of the above-identified 
patent is extended or adjusted by eight hundred eighty-five 
(885) days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on 
the above-identified patent to indicate the term of the above- 
identified patent is extended or adjusted by eight hundred 
eighty-five (885) days is GRANTED to the extent indicated 
herein . 

The Office concurs with patentees' assertion that the period of 
delay under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b)(1)(B) ( NX B Delay") is 562 days. 
However, the Office does not concur with patentees' assertion 
the period of overlap between 35 U.S.C. § 154(b) (1) (A) ("A 
Delay") and B Delay is 74 days. The total amount of overlap is 
88 days, which consists of two periods of overlap. The first 
period of overlap is the 74 days period beginning March 31, 
2008, and ending June 12, 2008. The second period of overlap is 
the 14 day period beginning May 16, 2009, and ending May 29, 
2009. 
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The correct patent term adjustment is 871 days, which is the sum 
of 399 days of A Delay and 562 days of B Delay reduced by 88 
days of overlap and reduced by 2 days of Applicant delay. 

The Office will sua sponte issue a certificate of correction. 
Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.322, the Office will not issue a 
certificate of correction without first providing assignee or 
patentee an opportunity to be heard. Accordingly, patentees are 
given one (1) month or thirty (30) days, whichever is longer, 
from the mail date of this decision to respond. No extensions of 
time will be granted under 37 CFR 1.136. 

The application is being forwarded to the Certificates of Branch 
for issuance of a certificate of correction. The Office will 
issue a certificate of correction indicating that the term of 
the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by eight 
hundred seventy-one (871) days.
